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Price Index Rises 


WASHINGTON - The nation's con- 


sumer price index rose 8 tenths of 1 per 
cent in March, the largest monthly in- 
crease In eighteen years, the Labor De- 
partment reported Wednesday. At the 
same time, the wholesale price index rose 
5 tenths of 1 per c*nt in March due to a 
half per cent increase (or industrial com- 
modities and 1.4 per cent rise in the 
wholesale price of farm products. 


The consumer price index in March was 


125.8 which means goods and services that 
cost fio in the base years of 1957-59 now 
co»t $12.56. 


Umuahia Captured 


LAGOS, Nigeria - The Federal Nige- 


rian government announced yestereday its 
troops have captured Umuahia, adminis- 
trative capital of rebel Biafra, and the 
last major town in Biafran hands. The an- 
nouncement was hailed by Federal offi- 
cials as meaning the imminent end of the 
32-month-old civil war. 


However, Biafran leader Col. Odu- 


megwu Ojukwu has insisted repeatedly he 
will continue to wage guerrilla warfare in 
the bush rather than end the secession he 
declared on May 30,1967. 


Tax Found Legal 


SPRINGFIELD - The Illinois Supreme 


Court yesterday held that the increased 
minimum corporate franchise tax ap- 
proved by the legislature in 1967 is con- 
stitutional. Three small Illinois corpo- 
rations had challenged the law which in- 
creased the minimum corporate franchise 
tax from 1-20 of 1 per cent to a minimum 
of $100 per year. The companies are Gre- 
nier * Co., Imperial Cutting Tools Inc., 
and Juva-Tex Inc. 


The franchise tax is the fee paid by a 


concern for the privilege of doing business 
in Illinois and la based on the fixed capital 
of the corporation. 


Some To Get Break 


WASHINGTON - The Nixon Adminis- 


tration, urging Congress to repeal the 7 
per cent investment tax credit, agreed 
yesterday to consider allowing small busi- 
nessmen and farmers to still get it. Trea- 
sury Undersecretary Charles E. Walker 
told the House Ways and Means Com- 
mittee that the tax credit, enacted in 1962 
to help fight off a recession, is no longer 
needed to stimulate the bustling economy. 


But under questioning from Rep. Al Ul- 


Iman, D-Ore., Walker said the adminis- 
tration is willing to discuss letting busi- 
nessmen invest up to $15,000 a year and 
still receive a tax break of $1,050. 


Living Costs More 


WASHINGTON — The government re- 


ported Wednesday the cost of living dur- 
ing March took its biggest monthly jump 
in 18 years, led by higher prices for items 
consumers use most—food, clothing, gaso- 
line and home ownership. 


The Labor Department, in a preliminary 


report for March, said the consumer price 
index for March soared eight-tenths of 1 
per cent, the biggest monthly gain since 
February, 1951, at the height of the Ko- 
rean War. The Increase last month 
doubled the average monthly increase for 
all of 1968. 


Wants $9 Million 


WASHINGTON - Rep. John Myers, 


R-Ind., yesterday called for an addition of 
at least $9 million in the Nixon budget for 
planning and building watersheds during 
the fiscal year starting July 1. The Re- 
publican budget cut $9 million from funds 
proposed for the Agriculture Department's 
Soil Conservation Service. 


Flooding in his state last spring alone 


left an estimated $20 million In damages 
to crops, roads, bridges, and private prop- 
erty, he said. 


Appeals C.O. Law 


WASHINGTON - Solicitor General Ir- 


win N. Grlswold said yesterday the gov- 
ernment will appeal a lower court decision 
which held it unconstitutional to subject a 
nonreliglous conscientious objector to mili- 
tary orders which may require him to kill 
in Vietnam. 


Grlswold was granted permission to ap- 


peal directly to the Supreme Court be- 
cause of the constitutional issue involved. 
Arguments could not possibly be sched- 
uled until next fall or winter if the court 
agrees to bear the appeal. 


New Motel Proposed 


Complex 
OK Hits 
Delay 


Construction of more than 400 apart- 


ments in northwest Rolling Meadows 
won't move ahead as rapidly as the devel- 
oper, Zale Construction Co., was hoping 
since preliminary approval of the plan 
was not given by the city council Tuesday. 


Although the council expressed general 


agreement of the project, aldermen re- 
fused to take official action since the plan 
commission has not made its recommen- 
dation. 


Located directly west of Plum Grove 


School, about 24 acres of apartments are 
planned. Temporary delay at the project 
tops more than a three-year delay while 
Palatine contested annexation of the prop- 
erty to Rolling Meadows in court. 


BUT THE CASE WAS decided in favor 


of Rolling Meadows last fall, and Zale pre- 
sented revised plans for the development 
to the plan commission in January. 


The current plan calls for 407 apartment 


unite in 12 two-story buildings. There will 
be 243 one-bedroom apartments and 164 
two-bedroom units which is a 60-40 ratio. 


After the plan commission objected to a 


proposed 50-50 ratio developers agreed to 
change the plan to Its present form. 


BUILDINGS WILL BE scattered in 


L-shaped patterns with parking on the out- 
side. There will be two parking places per 
unit. 


"As you drive through the development, 


there won't be any cars visible," ex- 
plained Edward Zale. 


Balconies are planned for the second 


floor apartments and garden patios for the 
first floor. There will be a center recrea- 
tion area with a swimming pool 


To the west of the proposed apartment 


complex is about 40 more acres owned by 
Zale where more than 130 single-family 
homes are planned. 


ZALE SAID THE company would like to 


break ground for the homes by fall and 
are hoping to have the apartment project 
started before that time. 


"We'd like to work on both projects at 


the same time," he explained. 


But they still have two official steps to 


take. They need both preliminary and fi- 
nal approval of the plan from the city 
council. 


May Add 20-Story Hotel 


Another large motel with about 1,000 


rooms, is proposed for Rolling Meadows' 
western edge. 


Planned for 20 acres next to the Holiday 


Inn on Algonquin Road east of Route S3, 
construction of the motel could begin by 
early summer. 


But first, city council approval to rezone 


the land from manufacturing use to R-7, 
which allows construction of a motel, 
must be obtained. The case was referred 
to a special zoning commission by the 
council Tuesday night. 


A building firm from Dallas, Tex., Beck 


and Associates, is proposing the project, 
which could lead to an additional 20-story 
high-rise hotel, according to Mayor Ro- 
land Meyer. 


HOWEVER, THE mayor has asked the 


firm to delay its request for a zoning vari- 
ation to allow the 20-story structure since 


it is proposed as phase three of the proj 
ect, which is about three years away. 


Phase one includes construction of 400 


rooms, to be followed by the addition of 
600 rooms in phase two. 


The motel would be called the Royal 


Coach Inn, which has several counterparts 
throughout the country, Meyer said. Rep- 
resentatives of the company already have 
indicated the desire for a liquor license 
and have been given the necessary forms 
to complete. 


"If zoning is granted, I've been told 


they want to break ground in June," Mey- 
er said. 


The company has said the first two I 


phases of the project could be completed ( 
in two years. 


Cost of the land reportedly was $66,000] 


per acre, bringing total purchase price of I 
the 20 acres to more than $1 million.

Road Woes Told

Complaints have been lodged with Pala- 


tine Township Highway Commissioner 
Vernon Bergman about road conditions in 
the Hunting Ridge subdivision area by two 
men who live adjacent to the housing de- 
velopment. 


Bergman held an open forum Tuesday 


to meet with any citizen interested in dis- 
cussing problems with the commissioner. 


E. L. Perkins and Roy Greenfield of La- 


nark Street, aimed their displeasure at 
Winston Muss, builder of the housing de- 
velopment 


"The roads have holes and there is 


frequently water in them," they said. The 
men stated they were told a culvert would 
be provided but "there is no such thing." 


A CULVERT BOUGHT and paid for by 


homeowners in the development was "torn 
out and thrown into a field," by Winston 
Muss, while another was "smashed flat 
with a tractor," they charged. 


Water has been running over the drive- 


way since the culvert was torn out, ac- 
cording to Perkins and Greenfield. "They 
have done nothing to enhance the area," 
the pair charged. 


A spokesman for Winston Muss said that 


final grading cannot be accomplished in 
the winter, and will be completed during 
the summer. There is a "definite set of 
grades and drainage for every house," the 
spokesman told The Herald. In regard to 
disrupting culverts, he denied the com- 
pany would deliberately destroy them. 
"We just don't do it," be stated. 


The two men were also critical of the 


changing of Lanark Street to its new 
name, Gilbert Street. The change was 


made by an ordinance passed by the Vil- 
lage of Palatine and recorded with Ed- 
ward Barrett, county cterk. The men said 
some street signs contain the name of Gil- 
bert, while others say Lanark. 


A VILLAGE SPOKESMAN told The 


Herald the street was always a part of 
Gilbert Avenue "where it was developed," 
except for a "short half-street," which, 
"for some reason was called Lanark 
Lane." The change was requested by the 
post office to avoid confusion. 


Residents of Winston Park asked Berg- 


man about plans for construction on Pala- 
tine Road. They were concerned with a 
possible cut-off and how they would get 
out of Winston Park. 


The men also said that a housewife who 


volunteered as a school crossing guard, 
"doesn't know how dangerous she is" to 
motorists because she has no flashing 
light. Bergman said it would be up to the 
village to provide her with one. 


"The police know the need for a light, 


because sometimes they are there with a 
light on their car," a Winston Park resi- 
dent said.

IN REGARD TO FLOOD problems in 


the summer, Bergman said there is no 
highway money levied for drainage, ex- 
cept for a culvert pipe. It would "cost 
$100,000 to start" work, Bergman told The 
Herald. Putting in a storm sewer would 
cost $5 a foot, he said. The township does 
not have the money and the state'has its 
own problems, he pointed out. 


Debris from the creek needs an outlet, 


Bergman said. "If it is drained, it goes 
into the lowland. If someone is happy, oth- 
ers are complaining."

'Match' Thug

Remember that scene in a movie a few 


years back? It went something like this: 


"What do yon want to do this summer, 


Marty?" 


"Gee, I don't know Phil, what do you 


want to do?" 


"I don't know Marty, what do you want 


to do?" 


Well, if these two characters had asked 


that question of Palatine Park District's 
recreation director, Larry Rogers, he 
would have told them about the district's 
new summer intramural sports program 
June 16 through Aug. 14 at Palatine and 
Fremd high schools. 


"It's the first time a program of this 


kind has been offered in the area and is 
open to seventh and eighth graders, as 
well as high school students, and adults," 
Rogers said. 


A free play program of basketball, 


weight lifting, football, gymnastics, track, 
volleyball and tennis will be offered. 


The activities will be held Mondays 


through Thursdays between 6:30 and 1:30 
p.m. Cost for the program is $3. 


ROGERS SAID IT WILL be a coopera- 


tive program between the high schools 
and the Palatine Park District and wfll 
provide recreation for anyone living in the 
district or close enough to the schools. 


"Although I had been planning such a 


program for the last two years, the real 
credit should go to Palatine High School's 
Bob Riehm, head wrestling coach and Arv 
Heratead, head football coach," Rogers 
said. 


"Last May the two men approached me 


with the idea of starting a summer 
weight-lifting program for high school stu- 
dents. The program was to be held at Pal- 
atine High School. I liked the idea because 
it would not only provide for the recrea- 
tional needs of the area during the sum- 
mer, but it would also make use of the 
dormant high school," he said. 


"But I thought it could go further. I sug- 


gested that we not only involve the high 
school student with only one activity, but 
create a variety of activities that would 
include the younger student as well as the 
adult. The idea was agreed upon by Riehm 
and Heratead and later by the Fremd 
High School coaching staff." 


Rogers said there wfll be plenty to do at 


both high schools this summer. A partici- 
pant can come to the facility once • week 
or every night and take part in any or all 
of the activities. He can work oat alone or 


he can join an informal group. The choice 
would be up to him. 


THERE WILL BE AT lease seven var- 


sity coaches from each of the schools, plus 
their assistants included in the program. 
If a participant wants special coaching in 
any of the activities, he can join a sport 
clinic set up especially for that activity 
The clinic will be taught by the coaches 
who have volunteered their services for 
the summer intramural sports program. 
The coaches will usually teach their spe- 
cialty. 


"I think the program will be successful 


because the coaches from both schools 
have shown their enthusiasm for it," Ro- 
gers said. "They are the key here, the 
fact that they believe in the program will 
assure its success." 


The program may be new in the Pala- 


tine area, but is not new in other parts of 
the country. Rogers noted that this type of 
program Is usually offered during the en- 
tire year in many places. 


He defined intramural sports as provid- 


ing facilities for a person to compete or 
not to compete. A person can participate 
in any activity be wants, alone or in a 
group, and on as many nights as he 
chooses. Rogers said that he thought more 
people will want to participate if the pro- 
gram is handled hi that way. 


"WE WOULD' LIKE TO have as many 


activities going on as much as possible. 
We want to see that the recreational needs 
of the people are met and that the high 
school gyms are used during the sum- 
mer." 


At least 150 participants are expected to 


attend Frond and 200 are anticipated at 


Palatine High School. These are con- 
servative estimates, Rogers said. 


He added that the program is ideal for 


the commuter. "The commuter can get off 
the train or out of his car and come to the 
school and work out and then go home or 
he can go home, have a light dinner, and 
then come to the school and work out. 


"The program will also prove ideal for 


the Catholic school students of the com- 
munity," Rogers said. They have no bas- 
ketball program except through the Pala- 
tine Park District. Now, through the sum- 
mer intramural sports program, they are 
offered an additional and worthwhile rec- 
reational experience. 


ROGERS SATO THAT this is just one of 


the many programs the park district has 
planned for the summer. "We expect to 
have a minimum of 15,000 to 20,000 people 
participating in our programs." 


Registration for the program is set for 


May 15 and interested parties may regis- 
ter at either school. Passes will be issued 
and will be good at both schools. For fur- 
ther information about the program call 
Rogers at 3584333.

town should took like at night. We can 
quickly spot cars where they shouldn't be, 
know what store and house lights should 
be on ... and see that transom in the 
dry cleaning shop there?

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Williams Has No PlansTo Seek Rumsfeld Post

Independent Democrat Lynn A. Wil- 


liams ol New Trier Township this week 
said he is not going to be a candidate for 
the soon-to-be vacant 13th Congressional 
District seat and added that Democratic 
chances of winning the seat "are very re- 
mote, at best " 


Williams, who was a leading figure be- 


hind the presidential candidacy of Sen. 
Eugene McCarthy, D-Mlnn., last summer 
and who was defeated in a bid to unseat 
Rep Donald Rumsfeld in 1964, was men- 
tioned as a possible candidate for Rums- 
feld's scat Tuesday by Chester Chesney, 
Elk Grove Township Democratic com- 
mitteeman and a former congressman. 


Gov. Richard Ogilvie Is expected to call 


a special election this fall, pending U. S. 
Senate confirmation of Rumsfeld's ap- 
pointment as director of the Office of Eco- 
nomic Opportunity. The 13th District con- 
gressman was nominated for the post 
Monday by President Nixon. 


"NO. 1 WOULDN'T think of running 


now." Williams told The Herald. "It's too 
one-sided a District as its' bounded now." 


He said his personal preference for a 


Democratic candidate for Rumsfeld's seat 
is State Rep. Harold A. Katz of Glencoe. 
"But I haven't discussed this with him 
yet," Williams cautioned. 


Katz headed the Katz commission which 


recommended reform of certain legisla- 
tive procedures and also introduced the 
bill calling for nonpartisan selection of 
delegates 
to Illinois' upcoming Con- 


stitutional Convention, 


Williams, a strong and frequent critic of 


Chicago Mayor Richard Daley and his 
Democratic organization, believes Demo- 
cratic strength in the 13th District, and 
future election successes, depends almost 
solely on whether the township Democrat- 
ic organizations continue to align them- 
selves with the mayor or declare indepen- 
dence, as Williams' New Trier Township 
Democratic Organization has

Democratic gains in both Evanston and 
New Trier -townships," Williams said, 
"and both have declared their indepen- 
dence of downtown." 


He said there would be similar gains in 


other townships, particularly Northfield,

"But any lead the Democrats would get 


in those three townships would quickly be 
wiped out by the automatic Republican 
majority in Wheeling and Northfield town- 
ships." 


He said the Republican majority in the 


other townships — Palatine, Elk Grove 
and Schaumburg — is just gravy for the 
Republicans. 


Democratic organizations existed. 


"With independent organizations, the 


liberal and thoughtful people would be 
motivated to support Democrats," Wil- 
liams said. "But this is not going to be the 
case when the committeemen and precinct 
workers are patronage jobholders." 


Williams said many people "who call 


themselves independents are really slaves 
of party regularity." 


New Trier Township, Williams said, has

He was defeated by two organi- 
zation Democrats, Robert J. Downing, 
Northfield Township committeeman, and 
Raymond V. Krier, Niles Township com- 
mitteeman. 


WILLIAMS SUPPORTED McCarthy for 


president, while the two delegates gave 
their votes to Hubert Humphrey. 


When he was defeated by Rumsfeld in 


1964, he received the highest vote total to 
that date by a Democrat In the congres- 
sional race. 


In 1986, he successfully opposed the or- 


ganization incumbent in the race for 
Democratic committeeman of New Trier 
Township. 


In his campaign last summer for the 


delegate's seat, Williams accused the 
regular Democratic organization of being 
"unaware 
and unresponsive" to the 


changing needs and interests of suburban 
voters. 


"As a loyal Democrat, I want a stronger 


Democratic Party," he said. "The way to 
make it stronger is to make it better and 
this means recognizing 
the suburban 


Democratic voters in determining party 
policy and candidates." He said Demo-

Governor Ogilvie made crime fight- 
ing a major element in their cam- 
paigns for office. 


T h e new state investigatory 


agencies would be an important as- 
set in the state's battle with organ- 
ized crime It would give state and 
local lawmakers access to expertise 
which could match the skill of the 
crime syndicate. 


The bills would also provide man- 


datory police training of law en- 
forcement officers, a step needed to 
insure professional police forces 
throughout the State of Illinois. 


The syndicate has Illinois in a 


vice grip. Its influence is felt in 
business, in labor and in govern- 
ment. Until those influences are 
rooted out and its ties to legitimate 
members of the community are bro- 
ken, the state will continue to spin 
its wheels in an effort to control 
crime. 


We hope the legislature expedites 


this legislation.

Tax Turn-on: A New School

Rolling Meadows residents, who may be 


somewhat disappointed that their candi- 
date. Billy K McMinn, failed to win elec- 
tion to the High School Dist. 214 Board of 
Education 12 days ago, still can feel a 
great deal of satisfaction (or their role in 
passing the district's three referendum 
proposals on the same day. 


Obviously, interest In Rolling Meadows 


was extremely high for the referendum 
since the main proposal was whether or 
not the district should build its next high 
school in the city. 


Rolling Meadows students except for the 


girls who attend Sacred Heart High 
School, have traveled to Arlington Heights 
and Palatine for their secondary education 
ever since the city was Incorporated. 


THERE WERE NO really loud com- 


plaints since It was obvious that other 
areas of Dist 214 were growing faster 
than Rolling Meadows and needed schools 
first. 


But the Dist 214 citizens committee 


headed by Rolling Meadows Aid. Thomas 
Waldron determined last year that the 
next school would have to go in Rolling 
Meadows. 


That was all the city needed for motiva- 


»lon 


An extensive campaign was launched in 


which local business and civic leaders, as 
well as community organizations, gave 
public endorsement to the referendum 
proposal for the new school 


The results are known to everyone by 
now. 


The new school was approved over- 


whelmingly, and the other two proposals, 
to Increase the maximum educational 
fund tax rate and to increase the max- 
imum building fund tax rate, were also 
approved, although not as handily. 


Had It not been for Rolling Meadows, 


the margin for the new school would have 
been only half of what It actually was, and 
one of the tax proposals — the building 
fund increase — would not have been 
passed. 


ROLLING MEADOWS' two precincts, 


voting at Kimball Hill and Jonas Salk 
schools, approved the new school proposal 
1,244 to 166 That's a margin of almost 
1.100 and the margin of victory throughout 
the district was only 1,900. That means 
Rolling Meadows residents, in two pre- 
cincts, did more than the rest of the dis- 
trict in 23 other precincts 


In the educational fund proposal, Rolling 


Meadows provided and 105 vote margin 
while the district-wide margin was only 
1.100 Again. Rolling Meadows residents 
turned out In strong numbers to help the 
district.

The building fund proposal was the im- 


portant one. 


Rolling Meadows residents gave the pro- 


posal a 682 vote margin and It carried 
throughout the district by less that 500 
votes That means it would have been de- 
feated had not Rolling Meadows supported 


MAYBE JUST THAT Rolling Meadows, 


on the verge of its 15th birthday, wants to 
assume its role in the Dist. 214 commu- 
nity. 


It probably won't be able to do this until 


the entire city is within the district's 
boundaries — and that will depend on the 
action of city residents in seeking dis- 
annexation of the western portions from 
Dist. 211. 


But just as the entire village of Palatine 


(and Schaumburg and Hoffman Estates 
too) is in Dist. 211, Rolling Meadows 
should be entirely to one or the other.

But These Are People...

WASHINGTON (UPI) -Backstairs at 


the White House: 


Bureaucrats have a dreadful habit of 


being Impersonal in their governmentese 
concerning humans. Some recent exam- 
ples of this de-personalized bureaucratic 
slang have filtered through to President 
Nixon who is said to be less than pleased. 


For example, a federal program is 


set up to take care of a specific number of 
persons, be they school children needing 
hot lunches or ghetto illiterates who need 
jobs. 


Common in-government language is to 


say that a specific program has so many 
slots." A recent Labor Department re- 


port to the White House dealt with man- 
power training plans for fiscal 1870. This 
particular report 
envisioned that 
in 


1,050,880 "slots," some 1,264,800 persons 
could be trained. 


Experts at the department of Health, 


Education and Welfare speak of so many 
. * 
{<te In the Head Start program which 


Involves children up to the age of five 


A "slot" in Head Start literally means a 


dtaadvantaged child, a toddler who needs 
all the help he or she possibly can get 


before entering the secondary school sys- 
tem. 


HEW Secretary Robert Finch flinched a 


bit during a recent public briefing at the 
use of this word. He tried to point out that 
the term "slot" really meant position. 


Or available space. 
In any event, there are those in govern- 


ment who dislike this sort of jargon and 
know the trouble it can produce. And 
produce it so needlessly. 


With a summer of questionable heat fac- 


ing the country, it is unlikely ghetto resi- 
dents would be happy about being re- 
ferred to as or in connection with "slots." 


It would seem rather simple for Finch 


or, for that matter, the President, himself, 
to pass the word for lesser creatures in 
government to start speaking as non-slots. 


Should this happen, it would then be In- 


teresting to see what replacement term 
the 
down-tne-line bureaucrats 
would 


adopt. They, of necessity, deal daily with 
problems of millions, not individuals. The 
development of governmentese or short- 
hand slang probably is Inevitable, but it 
might serve these public servants better tt 
they reserved their code terms for inner- 
office communications. 


The Federal Reserve Bank of Chicago 


discusses the current upsurge in plant and 
equipment spending in Business Condi- 
tions, its monthly review. The upsurge is 
examined relative to price inflation, labor 
shortages and demand for funds. 


Skepticism about the strength of the up- 


trend in capital outlays has been wide- 
spread. 
Seemingly large margins of 


unused plant capacity have been cited as 
precluding any appreciable rise in such 
spending by manufacturers. 


Significantly, the bank says, manufac- 


turers expect to increase their capital out- 
lays 16 per cent this year — more than 
the 14 per cent rise expected for all busi- 
ness. Much of the idle capacity in manu- 
facturing, as in other industries, cannot 
produce goods of adequate quality at com- 
petitive prices. 


Capital spending is also being spurred 


by sharply rising prices of both plant and 
equipment and the expectation that these 
prices will rise higher. 


ANOTHER FACTOR is the inadequate 


supply of skilled or trainable labor, espe- 
cially in the Midwest, and the resulting 
rapid rise in labor costs. Most capital out- 
lays reduce labor costs per unit of output 
by increasing output per manhour. 


The uptrend in prices of machinery and 


equipment seems to have gained strength 
since late last year. Increases have been 
sharpest in prices of farm, construction 
and metalworking machinery. 


Some producers of machinery and 


equipment parts and components have re- 
ported an accumulation of orders resulting 
in longer lead times. If this trend becomes 
general, the bank says, equipment prices 
could increase even faster. 


Labor costs per unit of production in 


manufacturing were fairly stable from 
1958 through 1965, rising only slightly, 
even declined somewhat in most years as 
output per manhour increased faster than 
consumption. 


BUT WORKER compensation has been 


rising rapidly since 1966, exceeding gains 
in productivity. From 1966 through 1968, 
annual increases in output per manhour 
averaged less than 3 per cent. During 
those years, increases in hourly com- 
pensation averaged almost 7 per cent. 


As a result, the average annual increase 


in unit labor costs was about 4 per cent. 


The bank describes current absenteeism 


and high labor turnover as reminiscent of 
World War II and indicative of shortages 
of workers. 


Under these conditions, it says, pur- 


chases of new labor-saving facilities are 
especially attractive. When the usable la- 
bor force is fully employed, estimates of 
unused plant capacity based on assump- 
tions of ample labor supplies have little 
significance. 


WITH THE ECONOMY already in a 


strong uptrend, the rapid rise in ex- 
penditures for plant and equipment is ad- 
ding still further to inflationary pressures 
by diverting scarce labor and materials 
from channels supplying final demand. 
This, the bank says, will be true, even 
though the new facilities eventually damp- 
en price increases by augmenting supplies 
of goods and services. 


The rise in expenditures for plant and 


equipment, together with increasing needs 
for funds to finance receivables and in- 
ventories, has caused many corporations 
to rely more on borrowing. This, the bank 
points out, is despite a rise in corporate 
profits and depreciation allowances. 


Most corporations, unwilling to dilute 


equity interests, have not sold issues of 
common stock in recent years. The fcalk 
says much of this unwillingness has been 
due to the tax advantage of debt issues. 


If business sales continue to rise, equal- 


ing or exceeding optimistic expectations, 
current business investment plans can be 
expected to be carried out. But limited 
resources of men and materials could de- 
lay some plans. 


There is also a question of the avail- 


ability of funds under a restrictive mone- 
tary policy. Businesses, especially large 
corporations, have greater flexibility in 
obtaining funds than other private and 
municipal borrowers. 


But in view of the high interest rates, 


limited supplies of credit, and require- 
ments for funds to finance working capi- 
tal, the bank says some managements 
soon may be re-evaluating plans for plant 
and equipment spending. I 


THE STUDENTS didn't decide to have a

ONE STUDENT attended the Arlington 


Heights Safety Commission meeting last 
week and asked for their help. "What else 
can we do and how should we do it?" the 
student asked the commission members. 


They gave him suggestions which he jot- 


ted down frantically. He was told, "I don't 
see how they can be put in before Sept. 


Hersey is the main center for Dist. 214's 


summer school program, as it is the only 
building in the district with air condi- 
tioning. This means the problem of getting 
students across the 50 m.p.h. Rand Road 
will not end when students get out for 
summer vacation. 


Students talked about renting billboards 


to advertise their cause near the inter- 
section which presently display liquor ads. 


Finally, their work paid off. Hersey stu- 


dents learned last week that temporary 
lights will be installed in a few weeks and 
the permanent ones will be in by Sept. 1. 


"THE GREATEST thing about this is 


the students have learned the people do 
have a voice and can make that voice 
heard," said Roland Coins, principal at 
Hersey. I agree completely. Their parents 
probably would have sat back and said, 
"Something should be done." 


The kids thought something should be 


done, also. The difference is that they 
went out and did it. And they didn't give 
up after one try. 


The battle for lights isn't over yet. The 


state had better keep its promise and 
have those temporary lights in. Those stu- 
dents at Hersey will watch them closely, 
and if they aren't in when promised, the 
kids will probably go into action again. 


IF YOU SIT BACK and wonder what the 


younger generation is coming to, think of 
the kids at Hersey High. They are coming 
to being involved and having a voice in 
their own government and bettering their 
lives. 


Is that bad? I'd say it's great.

Writers' Association has been tellin' it Just 
the way it happened for 54 years now, and 
in his own words, "I've seen them an."

signers of varying fame who have shown 
their fall designs in New York this spring. 


The showing by such luminaries as Bill 


Blass. John Weitz. Oleg Cassini, Hardy 
Amies, Mark Bod an, Angelo Vitucci, An- 
tonio Oerrutl. Peter Golding and Alexan- 
der Shields added up to one thing: gentle- 
men will look like gentlemen this fall 
when they are not looking like cowboys, 
gangsters. Arab potentates or what we 
will have to call sissies 


Bober is chief designer for Clinton 


Swan, an old established firm which sells 
moderately priced clothing to many young 
men His recent showing was the Franklin 
Bober Collection designed, he said, "to 
give a sophisticated fashion look to the 
young man at prices he can digest." 


In addition to such minor details as 


watch pockets and pleats, Bober showed a 
look reminiscent of the 1930s with broad 
roped shoulders, extremely wide lapels 
and lots of shape. 


A standout was a four button double 


breasted suit, with only one button to but- 
ton, wide (20 inches) but not flared trou- 
sers with big cuffs up to 2V4 inches. In 
vested suits the vest had suit fabric all 
around. 


Here is a rundown on some of the other 


designers: 


Amies: Basically it was a sophisticated 


city look with longer than usual jackets, 
flare and slimness. Topcoats showed dash 
since some were in a wide swinging cape 
effect. There were a few Edwardian type 
jackets but the main group of business 
suits were simply good looking business 
suits. 


Blass: Blass dropped a lot of the gim- 


mickry he had displayed in earlier shows 
and exhibited business suits with a lot of 
the flare you saw previously in English or 
French clothes. He livened things up with 
his extremely long trench coat, belted 
and 
worn 
with 
a widebrimmed fe- 


dora, gangster style. 


Cassini: Cassini has said often he makes 


clothes for gentlemen and his business 
suits were just that. He was also on a 
western kick since he believes the cowboj 
is one of the best dressed men in the 
world with his clothes that have function 
and flair—boots, belts, big hats, bandanas 
(brighter ones for Sunday). 


Weitz: Weitz' business suits maintained 


the cut he developed and made fa- 
mous—no padding whatever in the shoul- 
ders and slanted pockets you can put your 
hands in. He showed an all-white suit for 
winter to be worn with a fur coat. He la- 
beled his show "The Big Man Collection" 
and his outer wear was based on the fact 
men are getting bigger. 


Angelo: Angelo, an ex-Brioni man who 


opened his own shop in Rome and became 
immensely successful, was one of a num- 
ber of foreign designers at a fashion clinic 
sponsored by Esquire Magazine. 


Some of his offerings were a belted tun- 


ic suit in cavalry twill worn with brown 
patent leather slipon shoes decorated with 
brass circles and a figured cloth strap; a 
brown cavalry twill walking suit worn 
with a green cashmere turtleneck sweater 
and a black lace evening shirt. 


Golding: London's young Peter Golding 


apparently dislikes sleeves and many of 
his offering were sleeveless in what he 
calls waistcoat styles worn without a tie. 
He also had a maxi length rain coat, a 
long walking suit in blue Harris Tweed 
and a knitted evening suit. 


Cerruti: Cerruti has made a name for 


himself with knitwear and he used it in all 
forms. Most outstanding and probably the 
most impractical was a three piece outfit 


with the boots, cap and lapels of a long 
slim buttonless coat trimmed in tan wool- 
ly lamb. His most wildly applauded num-- 
her was a non-fashion item: just a gray 
turtleneck sweater that hung to the an- 
kles. 


Shields: Alexander Shields specializes in 


blazers, but he also showed such items as 
brief jumpsuits to be worn along the pool, 
and reminiscent of a little boy's playsuit; 
a white vest and pants in Naugahyde. 


Bohan: Bohan, of the House of Christian 


Dior, showed a little bit of everything but 
the business suits were highly reminiscent 
of the best business suits of London and 
Paris. There were floppy, wide brimmed 
hats, a number of subdued Bonnie and 
Clyde suits.

timated that many — perhaps most — ton- 
sil removals are ill-advised and unneces- 
sary. Drivn by the desire to "do some- 
thing," parents pressure doctors to per- 
form surgery for irrational reasons, the 
doctor said: either from guilt over a 
child's chronic ill-health or from "angry 
frustration" at repeated infections. 


In Dr. Bolande's view, the surgical re- 


moval of tonsils and adenoise before the 
age of five should be sharply limited. 
Benefits are usually exaggerated and 
risks understated Hundreds suffer serious 
after-effects. Most important for children, 
however, are the "acute and chronic ef- 
fecU on emotional development and per- 
sonality."

last major town In Biafran hands. The an- 
nouncement was hailed by Federal offi- 
cials as meaning the imminent end of the 
22-month-old civil war. 


However, Biafran leader Col. Odu- 


megwu Ojukwu has Insisted repeatedly be 
will continue to wage guerrilla warfare in 
the bush rather than end the secession he 
declared on May 30. 1967. 


Tax Found Legal 


SPRINGFIELD - The Illinois Supreme 


Court yesterday held that the increased 
minimum corporate franchise tax ap- 
proved by the legislature in 1967 is con- 
stitutional. Three small Illinois corpo- 
rations had challenged the law which in- 
creased the minimum corporate franchise 
tax from 1-20 of 1 per cent to a minimum 
of $100 per year. The companies are Gre- 
nier & Co., Imperial Cutting Tools Inc., 
and Juva-Tex Inc. 


The franchise tax Is the fee paid by a 


concern for the privilege of doing business 
in Illinois and is based on the fixed capital 
of the corporation. 


Some To Get Break 


WASHINGTON - The Nixon Adminis- 


tration, urging Congress to repeal the 7 
per cent investment tax credit, agreed 
yesterday to consider allowing small busi- 
nessmen and farmers to still get it. Trea- 
sury Undersecretary Charles E. Walker 
told the House Ways and Means Com- 
mittee that the tax credit, enacted In 1962 
to help fight off a recession, is no longer 
needed to stimulate the bustling economy. 


But under questioning from Rep. Al Ul- 


Iman, D-Ore., Walker said the adminis- 
tration is willing to discuss letting busi- 
nessmen Invest up to $15,000 a year and 
still receive a tax break of $1,060. 


Living Costs More 


WASHINGTON — The government re- 


ported Wednesday the cost of living dur- 
ing March took its biggest monthly jump 
in 18 years, led by higher prices for items 
consumers use most—food, clothing, gaso- 
line and home ownership. 


The Labor Department, in a preliminary 


report for March, said the consumer price 
index for March soared eight-tenths of 1 
per cent, the biggest monthly gain since 
February, 1961, at the height of the Ko- 
rean War. The Increase last month 
doubled the average monthly increase for 
allot 1968. 


Wants $9 Million 


WASHINGTON - Rep. John Myers, 


R-Ind., yesterday called for an addition of 
at least $9 million in the Nixon budget for 
planning and building watersheds during 
the fiscal year starting July 1. The Re- 
publican budget cut $9 million from funds 
proposed for the Agriculture Department's 
Soil Conservation Service.

ments in northwest Rolling Meadows 
won't move ahead as rapidly as the devel- 
oper, Zale Construction Co., was hoping 
since preliminary approval of the plan 
was not given by the city council Tuesday. 


Although the council expressed general 


agreement of the project, aldermen re- 
fused to take official action since the plan 
commission has not made its recommen- 
dation. 


Located directly west of Plum Grove 


School, about 24 acres of apartments are 
planned. Temporary delay of the project 
tops more than a three-year delay while 
Palatine contested annexation of the prop- 
erty to Rolling Meadows in court. 


BUT THE CASE WAS decided in favor 


of Rolling Meadows last fall, and Zale pre- 
sented revised plans for the development 
to the plan commission in January. 


The current plan calls for 407 apartment 


units in 12 two-story buildings. There will 
be 243 one-bedroom apartment! and 164 
two-bedroom units which is a 60-40 ratio. 


After the plan commission objected to a 


proposed 50-50 ratio developers agreed to 
change the plan to its present form. 


BUILDINGS WILL BE scattered in 


L-shaped patterns with parking on the out- 
side. There will be two parking places per 
unit. 


"As you drive through the development, 


there won't be any cars visible," ex- 
plained Edward Zale. 


Balconies are planned for the second 


floor apartments and garden patios for the 
first floor. There will be a center recrea-

To the west of the proposed apartment 


complex is about 40 more acres owned by 
Zale where more than 130 single-family 
homes are planned.

basis at the curb until further study of the 
need for more pick-ups during the sum- 


mer months is completed. 


"We'll be seeking answers during the 


first year of city-wide service," explained 
Mayor Roland Meyer.

with the scavenger service because of the 
sack system, but the savings are offset by 
the initial expense of supplying bags and 
holders. 


Efficiency and cost studies of the paper

I asked Sgt. Doney why the night shift 


doesn't ewer rotate to days. 


"It's best we stay with one shift, I think. 


A patrolman gets to know his beat after a 
while, knows what to look for and can spot 
trouble a day shift patrolman might over- 
look. 


"FOR EXAMPLE, we know what the 


town should took like a* night. We c?n 
quickly spot can where they shouldn't be, 
know what store and house lights should 
be on ... and see that transom in the 
dry cleaning shop there?

Sgt. Doney radioed to Arlington police 


he spotted the car and would stop it a 
short distance up the road. 


So out we sped, red light flashing hi pur- 


suit. 


THE CAR DIDNT make a break for it 


and pulled over to the side of the road. 


Sgt. Doney got out and checked their 


driver's licenses. 


A couple of 17-year-old kids from Roll- 


ing Meadows. 


"What are you fellas doing over here 


tonight?" he asked. 


"Just driving around," they replied. 
"Mind if I look in your trunk?" 
"No, go ahead," one of the boys said. 
The trunk was empty. Then he checked

Court yesterday held that the increased 
minimum corporate franchise tax ap- 
proved by the legislature In 1967 is con- 
stitutional. Three small Illinois corpo- 
rations had challenged the law which in- 
creased the minimum corporate franchise 
tax from 1-20 of 1 per cent to a minimum 
of $100 per year. The companies are Gre- 
nler 4 Co., Imperial Cutting Tools Inc., 
and Juva-Tex Inc. 


The franchise tax Is the fee paid by a 


concern for the privilege of doing business 
in Illinois and la baaed on the fixed capital 
of the corporation. 


Some To Get Break 


WASHINGTON - The Nixon Adminis- 


tration, urging Congress to repeal the 7 
per cent investment tax credit, agreed 
yesterday to consider allowing small busi- 
nessmen and farmers to still get it. Trea- 
sury Undersecretary Charles E. Walker 
told the House Ways and Means Com- 
mittee that the tax credit, enacted In 1962 
to help fight off a recession, is no longer 
needed to stimulate the bustling economy. 


But under questioning from Rep. Al Ul- 


taan, D-Ore., Walker said the adminis- 
tration is willing to discuss letting busi- 
nessmen Invest up to $15,000 a year and 
still receive • tax break of $1,060. 


Living Costs More 


WASHINGTON — The government re- 


ported Wednesday the cost of living dur- 
ing March took its biggest monthly Jump 
in 18 years, led by higher prices for items 
consumers use most—food, clothing, gaso- 
line and home ownership. 


The Labor Department, in a preliminary 


report for March, said the consumer price 
index for March soared eight-tenths of 1 
per cent, the biggest monthly gain since 
February, 1961, at the height of the Ko- 
rean War. The Increase last month 
doubled the average monthly increase for 
all of 1968. 


Wants $9 Million 


WASHINGTON - Rep. John Myers, 


R-Ind., yesterday called for an addition of 
at least $9 million In the Nixon budget for 
planning and building watersheds during 
the fiscal year starting July 1. The Re- 
publican budget cut $9 million from funds 
proposed for the Agriculture Department's 
Soil Conservation Service. 


Flooding in his state last spring alone 


left an estimated $20 million in damages 
to crops, roads, bridges, and private prop- 
erty, he said.

WASHINGTON - Solicitor General Ir- 


win N. Grlswold said yesterday the gov- 
ernment will appeal a lower court decision 
which held It unconstitutional to subject a 
nooreligious conscientious objector to mili- 
tary orders which may require him to kill 
in Vietnam.

Seventy-eight per cent of the teachers of 


School Dist. 59 would recommend a reduc- 
tion in the curriculum department of the 
district "in order to Increase the number 
of certified room teachers per building," 
according to a survey taken by a parent 
study group in the district. 


Statistics 
which indicate substantial 


teacher dissatisfaction with Dist. 59 pol- 
icies were revealed this week as part of a 
survey taken of all teachers in the dis- 
trict. 


The poll was conducted by members of 


the Forest View Parents' Study Com- 
mittee, an independent group formed to 
investigate the district. 


Other statistics were culled by the poll: 
—About 61 per cent of the teachers who 


responded indicated they received some 
services which were helpful from the cur- 
riculum coordinators. 


—Twenty-seven per cent felt the ser- 


vices increased this year. 


—More than half the teachers said they 


were not using a specific program devised 
by the curriculum department. 


—Forty-five per cent said they received 


the most help in curriculum planning from 
experienced teachers and/or principals, 
while only 5 per cent said they received 
the most help from curriculum coordina- 
tors. 


—More than 60 per cent said the cur- 


riculum can best be developed by the lo- 
cal building staffs. 


In effect, the teachers of Dist. 59 cast 


severe doubts on the efficiency of the cur- 
riculum department, a fact which rein- 
forces the thrust of the study committee 
in its search for problems and solutions in 
the district. 


FOLLOWING A barrage of questions 


and accusations from Forest View parents 
Tuesday night, Dist. 59 Supt. Donald 
Thomas remained publicly in favor of 
the group's investigations. 


"It was a very good meeting," Thomas 


said about the Tuesday night con- 
frontation. "Their survey was good and 
positive and will make a contribution to 
the school district." 


Regarding the strong comments from 


teachers in the survey, Thomas said, 
"Those are real feelings (of the teachers). 
I believe them. The data will be given 
careful consideration and will be utilized. 
The survey was very helpful to the district 
and we appreciate their involvement and 
contribution." 


The criticism of the district's curricu- 


lum coordinators centers around the belief 
among Forest View parents that the coor- 
dinator system, along with other adminis- 
trative functions of the district, Is over- 
burdened with personnel. 


Questions asked at the Tuesday night 


meeting implied that money was being di- 
verted to administrative functions not re- 
lated to in-class teaching. 


THE TWO AIMS of the local study com- 


mittee are to "bring quality education to 
the district and reduce the class size to 25 
to 27 pupils." 


C o n f r o n t e d with this proposition, 


Thomas maintains that to reduce all 
classes to that size would cost the district 
$1 million. "Give me $1 million and I will 
do it," Thomas said. 


And that Is the rub.

Kieper. 


At age 84, he is still contributing to 


Mount Prospect, a task which has con- 
sumed much of his adult life. 


This week Mrs. Victor Bittner, presi- 


dent, of the Mount Prospect Historical 
Society, and other members of the society 
visited Mr. and Mrs, Herman Kieper, 218 
S. Main, to chat informally with them 
about the days when Mount Prospect was 
young and Kieper served it as a school 
board member, a zoning board members 
and in various other capacities. The entire 
interview was recorded on tape for use as 
a reference. 


"WE HOPE THAT BY chatting infor- 


mally with the village's senior citizens we 
can learn colorful details that will flush 
out the facts of history," Mrs. Bittner told 
The Herald. "Tfae tape recorder is the 
first major purchase authorized from 
funds donated to us and it was intended 
for this use." 


She said interviews are being conducted 


at the convenience of the residents and 
not necessarily in chronological order. 


Mr. and Mrs. Kieper moved to Mount 


Prospect in 1923 and moved into the home 
they occupy today. It was built by Henry 
Beigle and was one of the few residences 
on the south side of the railroad. 


Kieper was a candy make, working for 


Hillman's, Stop and Shop and later Mrs. 
Snyder's candies. He commuted every day 
on the Northwestern.

concern for the privilege of doing business 
in Illinois and is based on the fixed capital 
of the corporation. 


Some To Get Break 


WASHINGTON - The Nixon Adminis- 


tration, urging Congress to repeal the 7 
per cent investment tax credit, agreed 
yesterday to consider allowing small busi- 
nessmen and farmers to still get it. Trea- 
sury Undersecretary Charles E Walker 
told the House Ways and Means Com- 
mittee that the tax credit, enacted in 1962 
to help fight off j recession, is no longer 
needed to stimulate the bustling economy. 


But under questioning from Rep, Al UI- 


Iman, D-Ore., Walker said the adminis- 
tration is willing to discuss letting busi- 
nessmen invest up to $15,000 a year and 
still receive a tax break of $1,050. 


Living Costs More 


WASHINGTON — The government re- 


ported Wednesday the cost of living dur- 
ing March took its biggest monthly jump 
in 18 years, led by higher prices for items 
consumers use most—food, clothing, gaso- 
line and home ownership 


The Labor Department, In a preliminary 


report for March, said the consumer price 
index for March soared eight-tenths of 1 
per cent, the biggest monthly gain since 
February, 1961, at the height of the Ko- 
rean War. The Increase last month 
doubled the average monthly increase for 
all of 1968.

Thompson Adds ft Legal Touch

Hurt Thompson, the newest member of 


the seven-man Arlington Heights Village 
Board, is going to solve some problems 
for the village administration. 


The problems, however, are technical, 


at least for the moment. It will remain to 
be seen how many problems the affable 
Jewel Co lawyer and financial expert can 
resolve in the next four years as a board 
member. 


First, Thompson's appointment, an- 


nounced Tuesday night at the swearing-in 
of the new village board, will make it eas- 
ier to smooth over the transition between 
the old and the new board. 


The village administration will hold a 


special orientation meeting this weekend 
for Thompson, Dwight Walton, William 
Griffin, and Mrs Betty Revard, the new 
clerk If Thompson had not been appoint- 
ed, that session could have been delayed. 


SECOND, THOMPSON'S appointment 


allows the board to move as a unit to dis- 
cuss such pressing matters as the down- 
town transportation center, traffic control, 
and several large projects now up for vil- 
lage approval 


Thompson, a surprise choice for the va- 


cant seat, is no stranger to civic participa- 
tion here He has served several years as 
a member of the plan commission. 


One observer commented that Thomp- 


son has had a steadying influence on the 
commission, and has acted as a quiet but 


firm voice in commission matters. 


Thompson's name first came up for con- 


sideration when the board began to cull 
over the possible applicants to fill one of 
the vacant seats on the board. He sur- 
vived the "first cut," and his name was 
among the 10 or 12 top choices. 


Tuesday morning, Thompson was noti- 


fied by Walsh that he was being asked to 


accept the vacant seat. Thompson accept- 
ed, and was sworn in Tuesday night 


HE SUPPLIES ABILITIES in both the 


legal and financial fields, two areas in 
which the board would have been some- 
what weak. 


John Woods and John White, two of the 


retiring board members, are lawyers, and 
neither Walton nor Griffin are attorneys. 


Thompson is an operations attorney for 
the Jewel Co. He'll join attorney Frank 
Palmatier on the board. 


In addition, he is an assistant secretary. 


Walsh, owner and manger of the Firestone 
store in Arlington Heights, is the only oth- 
er board member with any strong finan-

Telephone calls to Norwesco members 


have spread Gawne's criticisms all week. 


GAWNE'S LETTER, sent to Hunger 


Hike coordinator David Wurm of Mount 
Prospect, was the first indication that he 
had questions about the center's oper- 
ations, other advisory committee mem- 
bers said Tuesday night. 


Gawne's letter charged the center had 


"no concrete programs" to help "uplift 
poverty people ol this area." He ques- 
tioned what he said was the center's in- 
tent to use Hunger Hike funds for center 
salaries 


Gawne did not attend Tuesday's meet- 


ing. He had not been invited and Mrs. 
Tegtmeier said he would have been unable 
to attend. 


She echoed Gawne's charges, declaring, 


"The kids marched for hunger, not for 
salaries " 


Wants $9 Million 


WASHINGTON - Rep. John Myers, 


R-Ind., yesterday called for an addition of 
at least $9 million in the Nixon budget for 
planning and building watersheds during 
the fiscal year starting July 1. The Re- 
publican budget cut $9 million from funds 
proposed for the Agriculture Department's 
Soil Conservation Service. 


Flooding in his state last spring alone 


left an estimated $20 million in damages

WASHINGTON - Solicitor General Ir- 


win N. Grlswold said yesterday the gov- 
ernment will appeal a lower court decision 
which held It unconstitutional to subject a 
nonreligfous conscientious objector to mili- 
tary orders which may require him to kill 
in Vietnam 


Griswold was granted permission to ap- 


peal directly to the Supreme Court be- 
cause of the constitutional issue Involved. 
Arguments could not possibly be sched- 
uled until next fall or winter if the court 
igrses to hear the appeal.

"It seems very funny that you're trying 


telling me what we hiked for," St. Paul 
Lutheran Church Vicar Nate Castens of 
Mount Prospect returned. "I hiked 17 
miles and I knew that part of the $102 I 
earned, one-third of it, would go to the 
Northwest Opportunity Center, no strings 
attached. 


"THE 28 OR 25 kids who worked hard- 


est to plan the hike also knew that one- 
third of it would go to the Northwest Op- 
portunity Center — with no strings at- 
tached," Castens said. 


When Mrs Tegtmeier suggested that 


Hunger Hike money instead be used in the 
Northwest suburbs to feed poor people or 
give them clothes, Wurm had this answer: 


"Our committee understands that you 


don't fight hunger just by giving food to 
people. All you do is keep them submis- 
sive." 


Wurm said the Hike for the Hungry 


coordinators wanted to put most of the 
money into development projects, like the 
center, which help people help themselves. 


The Hunger Hike has raised an esti- 


mated $56,000, about $20,000 of it still to 
come in from teenager hikers slow in con- 
tacting their sponsors. 


The Opportunity Center committee has 


not yet decided how to spend its share of 
the Hunger Hike money, it was stressed 
Tuesday by delegates representing Nor- 
wesco and the other two groups sharing 
the center's sponsorship — the Schaum- 
burg Opportunity Council and Palatine's 
Community Effort Organization. 


MRS. ALTON BROTEN, Norwesco pres- 


ident, said Gawne was not sneaking for 
Norwesco in making his complaint "We 
send our representatives uninstrncted," 
she explained. "But his criticism was too 
negative for me. It is unfair to say that 
none of (the area poverty problems) are 
being worked on." 


Wurm said his reaction to Gawne's let- 


ter was that Gawne, in sending the letter, 
was either "incredibly naive" or "this is 
an attempt to sabotage." 


He said the criticism being spread about 


the Opportunity Center through letters and 
phone calls "breeds nothing but suspi- 
cion." 


Mrs. Ruth Helbig of Elk Grove Village 


and Mrs. Rene Maddock of DCS Plataes, 
two Norwesco members, said they agreed. 


Several alternate routes for the pro- 


posed — and long-awaited — North Subur- 
ban Freeway paralleling Rand Road will 
be in the hands of Illinois officials "by 
early fall," according to an engineering 
firm studying the area. 


H. W. Lochner Jr., of the firm con- 


ducting the study, has notified 0. V. An- 
derson of the Arlington Heights Plan Com- 
mission of the latest timetable for the 
route. 


Lochner said in a letter that all data on 


the areas to be affected would be collected 
by June l. During the summer, Lockner 
will draw up the routes. 


THE COMMISSION agreed last night 


that it wul confer with Lockner officials to 
suggest a route that would be as accept- 
able as possible to Arlington Heights. 


In other action, the commission agreed 


to meet further to iron out potential zon- 
ing problems on the Gust Stavros devel- 
opment on the northern border of Arling- 
ton Heights. 


Comr. Vic Beister said, after suggesting 


further conferences on the development, 
"It could be one of the finest devel- 
opments or it could be brought in as 
something I wouldn't be proud of."

"No, go ahead," one of the boys said. 
The trunk was empty. Then he checked 


the inside of the car. 


"You 
have some Corvair hubcaps here, 


huh?" 


"Yes sir, they belong to my brother." 
"There's six hubcaps for two different 


models here. Your brother have a car 
with six wheels?" Sgt. Doney asked. 


"NO SIR, just four," one responded.

Nostalgic Night for 
Officials

Tuesday night, for outgoing and in- 


coming Arlington Heights elected officials, 
was an evening of nostalgia, wit, a sense 
of a new and impending challenge; and 
even poetry. 


The nostalgia flowed from the retiring 


board members (Roy Bressler and John 
White), the incumbent board members 
(George Burlingame, Charles Bennett, 
and Frank Palmatier), the retiring village 
president (John Woods), and the new vil- 
lage president (John Walsh). 


The wit came, of course, from every 


member of the board, but especially from 
the quick-witted Woods. 


THE CHALLENGE CAME from Woods 


and from Walsh, who outlined the growing 
responsibilities of the board to serve the 
new needs of Arlington Heights. 


Finally, the poetry came from Bressler. 
Bressler, at one time a newspaper re- 


porter, composed a poetic tribute to men 
he has served with during his four years 
on the board For example, he praised 
White, a criminal attorney in Chicago: 
"Barrister White, 
Is quite all right, 
When handling claims and releases; 
But he's simply superb, 
From gutter to curb, 
And firemen to polices." 


THE AUDIENCE OF 55 persons, in- 


cluding relatives, public officials, and citi- 
zens, roared. Bressler paid similar trib- 
utes to Woods ("We must honor his 
name/With everlasting fame/A forest pre- 
serve: John Woods"), Burlingame ("Bur- 
lingame is quite a name/In water/If the 
new board doesn't know about it/It ough- 
ter)," and other trustees. 


However, he spoke more seriously about 


Walsh's new burdens. The challenges for 
Walsh include greater communications, 
continual improvements for the village, 
and "perhaps less government and less 
restrictions," he said. 


White echoed Bressler's tone. He listed 


projects completed and uncompleted in 
the village, and praised such former 
trustees as Norval Stephens, George Bea- 
cham, Dr. Carl Mees, Tom Hanlon, and 
William Moore. 


HE SAT ON THE right side of the 


trustee table in the meeting .room on the 
second floor of the Municipal Building, 
and he quipped that his successor (Burton 
Thompson) would have some nongovern- 
mental responsibilities: 


"Frank'Palmatier (at the other end of 


the table) must turn down the overhead 
lights. My successor must kick the Trane 
air conditioner under the table when nec- 
essary, and open the windows." 


Woods, in his farewell speech, praised a 


number of persons. They included: Alice 
Harms and Norma Damm, the first wom- 
en to serve on major village boards; Rudy 
Hanson, "the best manager in the state of 
Illinois;" Jeanne Novotny and Joan Dur- 
ham, "who worked very hard." 


HE PRAIEED FORMER trustees, and 


Bennett, White, Bressler, Burlingame, 
Palmatier, and the new members ("they 
bring the same sense of purpose and dedi- 
cation as the old members.") 


He praised Walsh's "unique capabi- 
Thompson 
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rial experience. 


Finally, Thompson lives on the south 


side of Arlington Heights. Geographic dis- 
tribution was not of major concern to'the 
board, but Thompson will join Palmatier 
on the south side of the village. The other 
trustees live north of the tracks. 


THOMPSON'S DEPARTURE from the 


plan commission creates another problem 
for the board. They must find a replace- 
ment for him. 


With the defeat of Jack Edwards in the 


park election, another post will be open on 
the commission. Finally, the Board of Lo- 
cal Improvement (BOLD will elect a new 
chairman, which means Russell Colvin 
may be replaced as BOLTs representa- 
tive. 


Thompson's selection created a wave of 


surprise Tuesday night. It's not a patron- 
age appointment; none of the trustees 
know Thompson very well, except through 
casual acquaintance,

Arlington Heights Village Pres. John 


Walsh presented his inaugural address 
during swearing-in ceremonies for village 
board members Tuesday night. 


The following are excerpts from that 


speech. 


"It is with a measure of sadness that I 


assume the role of village president. I say 
this because it is always this feeling that 
pervades when you bid adieu to friends. 


"Those of you who are leaving the 


board I am sure sense this deeply. There 
comes this final moment when all the 
work and time and effort spent seem to 
fade in unimportance and all that is re- 
membered are the personal involvements. 


"WHETHER YOU agreed or disagreed 


in your frequent dealings with each other 
no longer stands out — you feel only the 
impending void in this special relationship 
with people you respected. You cannot 
work together on this board for four or 
more years and not be touched by the 
quality of dedication to our community 
these men and women have contributed. 


"I particularly sense the loss of working 


with John Woods. Having spent six years 
on this board under John's leadership I 
find it difficult to properly express may 
gratitude to him for so ably serving our 
village. 


"John and I enjoyed a working relation- 


ship that predicated on a mutual under- 
standing that I am sure is seldom re- 
peated in municipal government. 


"Traditionally at this time it would be 


in order that a presentation be made to 
Roy Bressler, John White and John Woods

"I WELCOME THE new board mem- 


bers and look forwanLto the opportunity 
of working with them and the incumbent 
members in solving the many complex 
problems that will continue to face us. 


"And now in conclusion," a word to the 


wives and children of the board members. 
I want to personally thank you in ad- 
vance, in the name of the community, for 
the sacrifice you are making in gener- 
ously giving up that so dearly needed 
commodity today — time together with 
the family.
